REMARKS 

Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for 
recognizing the Petition to Make Special, and for the thorough 
examination of the present application. Applicants would also 
like to thank the Examiner for allowing Claims 14-24 and for 
correctly indicating as allowable the subject matter of 
dependent Claims 3-9, 11 and 12. 

Independent Claim 1 has been amended to include the 
allowable subject matter from dependent Claim 3. Dependent 
Claim 3 has been cancelled and the dependency of Claim 4 has 
been changed accordingly. 

Independent method Claim 25 has been amended 
similarly to independent device Claim 1. In particular, 
independent Claim 2 5 has been amended to include the subject 
matter from dependent Claim 27. Dependent Claim 27 has been 
cancelled and the dependency of Claim 28 has been changed 
accordingly. The subject matter of dependent Claim 27 is the 
same as the subject matter of dependent Claim 3, which the 
Examiner identified as allowable. In the Official Action, the 
Examiner has taken the position that the method claims only 
recite structure. Amended independent Claim 25 now recites 
^^placing the exhaust bypass in a normal position so that the 
spaced apart exhaust windows are non-overlapping . . and 
^^placing the exhaust bypass in a bypassed position so that the 
exhaust windows are overlapping . . The remaining 

dependent claims have been amended so that they more 
positively recite the method steps. 

New Claims 33-4 4 are being added. New independent 
Claim 33 is based upon original independent Claim 1 and the 
allowable subject matter from dependent Claim 10. 
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In view of the amendments to the claims and the new 
claims, it is submitted that all the claims are patentable. 
Accordingly, a Notice of Allowance is requested in due course.
